2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
vide its Notification No. 9-25/2000-U.3 dated 13th January, 2003, on the advice of UGC, had declared ‘Amrita Vishwa 
Vidyapeetham’ Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu consisting of following five Institutions as an Institution Deemed to be University 
under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956 subject to a review after five years: 

i. Amrita Institute of Technology and Science, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

ii. Amrita Institute of Management, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

iii. Amrita Institute of Medical Sciences and Research Centre, Kochi;

(Item No. 2.12) held on 16.10.2019 in which the following resolution was passed: 

“The Commission considered the report of the UGC Expert Standing Committee and resolved to continue/extend 
Deemed to be University status for those Institutions who were rated Excellent, Very Good & Good for academic 
performance by the Expert Committee. However, those Deemed to be Universities which were rated poor and average for 
academic performance will not be granted continuation/extension.”
